The board of directors of the Horse- 
men’s Benevolent and Protective Associa- 
tion has gone on record as favoring the 
payment of fifth money, an old cry. This 
sounds like rank discrimination against 
the poor fellow who finishes sixth. 


Tally on Derbys 


Three more “derbys” this year have 
been added to the American racing scene, 
raising the number of races which mas- 
querade under this name to 22. Race 
track management apparently feels that 
there is nothing quite as enticing to 
customers as a derby, and maybe they 
are right. However, we doubt that a 
name so grossly overworked can be of 
much real value. 

None of the derbys run in North Amer- 
ica is at 1144 miles, the derby distance 
in almost every other major racing cen- 
ter. Only the Kentucky Derby is at 144 
miles. There are 13 at 1144 miles and 8 
at 1,4; miles. There are no 6-furlong 
derbys, but that omission probably will 
be taken care of in the next few years. 

About as much for amusement as any- 
thing else, we compiled the 22 derbys, in- 
cluding distance and the date in which 
each was first run. The date given is for 
the first modern renewal; several of the 
races—the American, St. Louis, Ohio, and 
California Derbys—were run many years 
ago, then discarded. It will be noticed, 
no doubt with great interest, that 11 of 
the races have been established since 
1950, and 6 of the 11 had their first 
running in 1954 or later. On to the 
derbys:

Viewpoints 


“I often wonder what the reason is 
that there is so little turf news in our 
local newspapers,” the out-of-town post- 
card said. In the next breath: “That also 
goes for the local radio stations. Perhaps 
you know the answer, and if so would 
appreciate your viewpoints on that.” 

Thank you, sir; we have viewpoints on 
everything. Some of our opinions we keep 
to ourselves, but as a rule we enjoy 
sharing them with others. 

In most cases such as these, the fault 
lies with an unenlightened sports editor 
who has convinced himself and his sub- 
ordinates that readers simply are not in- 
terested in racing. In this they are partly 
correct; most of the race stories they do 
publish don’t interest us, either. 

The point is, though, that no sport has 
as much high drama each day as Thor- 
oughbred racing, and we dare say that 
if an editor assigned the same talent to 
racing that he assigns to the promotion 
of baseball he would have a readership. 

Radio has a special problem, and it 
is difficult for an audio medium to meet 
the challenge. A few of us enjoy knowing 
that Rio Vegas won the sixth et Hazel 
Park, paying $8.60, $6, and $4.20, but 
most radio listeners, hunting for amuse- 
ment, would rather hear about George’s 
Other Woman. 

Television is something else again, and 
here is where both the advertisers and the 
networks have wasted their trumps. The 
Saturday feature at Belmont regularly is 
advertised as among the coming. attrac- 
tions, but, if the Bums and the Giants 
are still going at it at race time, it is 
just too bad. How much better it would 
be to cut into the ballgame long enough 
to run the race, then pop back to the 
game. The only loss probably would be 
a few of the pitcher’s grimaces, a foul 
ball or two. The sponsor, already sure of 
his baseball audience, also would have 
captured the race-watchers.

Of the 12 *Royal Serenade 
yearlings sold at public auction last year 
the least expensive one was a chestnut 
filly later named Pinecrest Miss. George 
A. Cavanaugh Jr.. Detroit textiles execu- 
tive. paid $1.900 for her at the 1957 
Keeneland fall sales. 

“We'd have gone higher for her, but we 
didn’t have to.” said trainer John T. Ker- 
math, after Pinecrest Miss had won the 
Durazna Stakes at Hawthorne, increasing 
her earnings to $33,170. 

“There was nothing wrong with her, but 
she was kind of light then and I guess 
her dam (Bully Babe) wasn’t too much,” 
said Kermath, a large man with light-blue 
eyes who has been in racing since 1902 
and a trainer since 1916. There is no dis- 
guising the fact he is from Brooklyn. 

“She’s got height and length enough, 
but she’s still on the light side. But 
she’s the quietest thing you ever saw, 
with the nicest disposition of any horse 
Lever had. She’s the easiest thing to train. 
Some people don’t give a damn, but I 
like to know all my horses. There aren't 
2 horses alike. My idea is to keep a 
horse calm and collected, just like a 
prize fighter, keep him relaxed. Like a 
youngster going to school. There might 
be something he don’t want to do and 
he'll fight it. “You don’t want a horse to 
fight you; they have to have something 
left for the race track.”

“Nothing happened to her.” Kermath 
said. “Just wanted to give her a rest.

this winter. If this Hawthorne Juvenile 
Handicap field isn’t too rough maybe 
we'll race her in there. Don’t like to race 
her against colts, although we won the 
George Woolf against colts. Then we'll go 
down to Keeneland.” 

The George Woolf, at Washington Park 
June 25, was Pinecrest Miss’ first stakes 
success. She won by 8 lengths in the mud. 

Pinecrest Miss was a 20-1 shot when 
she lost her debut by half a length to 
Dark Vintage on March 19, but her odds 
were not longer than 7-2 in her next 
8 starts. Outside of the Pollyanna, she 
hasn’t been worse than second, and she 
has won 4 times. After graduating by 10 
lengths at Churchill Downs, she was a 6-5 
favorite in the Debutante Stakes, but 
Patty’s Choice defeated her by 114 lengths. 
She then scored by 4 lengths in a Wash- 
ington Park dash and finished second to 
colts before winning the George Woolf. 

Kennedy-Veale Stable’s diminutive Little 
Kid, second in the Arlington Lassie and a 
good fourth in the Princess Pat, was a 
slight favorite over Pinecrest Miss in the 
Durazna. A close third choice was Mrs. 
Harry Trotsek’s Pupnick, in whose past 
performances was a victory in a $7,500 
claiming race at Arlington Park. 

Pupnick bounded to a narrow lead over 
Carmen Lou and Pinecrest Miss, and at 
the top of the stretch she was a length 
ahead of the Cavanaugh filly. On the far 
turn Pinecrest Miss, on the inside of Pup- 
nick and three-quarters of a length back, 
had attempted to bear out a bit, and 
Larry Gilligan had snatched her up, losing 
a length or more.

For a filly which likes to 
be alone when a set goes out in the 
morning. Reginald N. Webster’s Quill 
was in the right position at the start of 
Belmont Park’s Matron Stakes.

6 furlongs up the Widener straightaway 
and in the outside of 9 post positions. 

Quill prefers to go her own way in 
solitude, and trainer Lucien Laurin grants 
her this wish in training hours; but there 
is no way the dapper ex-rider can keep 
his charge away from other Thorough- 
breds once the field enters the gate and 
the race begins. This must be left to 
Quill. 

The *Princequillo filly started out in 
the Matron as though she intended to 
carry the act to an extreme. Allowing 6 
of the starters to go on about their merry 
way. Quill stayed on the outside of her 
field and for the first furlong fought 
desperately for last position with C. T. 
Chenery’s Rich Tradition and Hal Price 
Headley’s Aesthetic. According to Russian 
spies. Quill lost the dubious honor by a 
little more than a length. (Joe Palmer 
once claimed that the Germans would 
make Pearl Harbor look like a well ad- 
vertised raid should the Hun choose to 
invade America by the Widener chute. 
but policy has changed since then and 
its the Russian now hiding up there in 
the tall grass.) 

Quill. apparently sensing that others, 
too. had designs on the rear decided to 
go to the front. In a little more than an 
eighth of a mile Quill overtook the 
leader, M. G. Phipps’ Levelix. That she 
wandered from the outside to the inside 
of the Widener Course has no bearing: 
at least, she was alone now. 

There was nothing in the field up to 
Quill’s desires. Rich Tradition, after 
a poor break. worked her way through 
the field to also pass Levelix, but she 
was no match for the quick-striding win- 
ner. Quill simply overpowered her field 
under level weights of 119 pounds and 
crossed the finish line 4 lengths ahead of 
Rich Tradition. Her time of 1:10 was 
against a very slight head wind, but she

The betting on the Matron reflected the 
feeling on the race. New Yorkers love 
solid favorites. In the Matron they were 
forced to an unknown quality in selecting 
Levelix. unbeaten in 2 non-stakes starts. 
Mommy Dear was second choice off her 
Sorority Stakes win at Monmouth Park. 
Quill, which had beaten Mommy Dear 
in their only 2 meetings but had been 
third to Rich Tradition in the Schuyler- 
ville and Spinaway, was third choice. 
Rich Tradition, winner over Quill in 
2 stakes but fourth to the Webster filly 
in a conditioner for the Matron, was 
fourth choice. It was a case of forgetting 
the fillies which had been beating one 
another and putting faith in a newcomer. 

Quill now goes to the top of her class. 
and she stands a good chance of remain- 
ing there. She obviously has a desire to 
handle longer distances. She has been out 
of the winner’s circle only twice. fin- 
ishing third in the Schuylerville and Spin- 
away. The Frizette and Gardenia Stakes 
lie ahead, but right now she is at the 
head of her division. 

Quill is a walking and running adver- 
tisement for Laurin’s Holly Hill. S. C.. 
training ground. The chestnut daughter 
of *Princequillo was broken and brought 
to the races from that winter training 
quarter. She arrived at Laurin’s compact 
and well-equipped quarters on September 
1] last year and remained there until she 
shipped to Belmont in the spring. The 
well balanced filly speaks well for the 
northern half of the Iodine State.

ranked among America’s top 10 trainers 
in number of winners. And he is up there 
again this season. 

Yet. Van Berg seldom has a big stakes 
winner in his barn. There will be one 
like the old gelding Vantage or the mare 
*Estacion, but mostly Van Berg’s barn 
is filled with consistent platers and_al- 
lowance performers. 

Unlike his former arch rival on the 
Detroit tracks, V. R. (Tennessee) Wright, 
Van Berg does not race his horses around 
the calendar. 

“T wouldn’t mind racing in the winter,” 
he says. “but it is almost a physical im- 
possibility to keep horses fresh and _ fit 
12 months a year. The general routine 
of a Thoroughbred horse becomes mo- 
notonous to them after a time, and theyll

lose their enthusiasm and spirit for their 
work.” 

So, in the winter, Van Berg turns over 
a handful of horses to his old friend. K. 
D. Kepler. and these race at the Fair 
Grounds in New Orleans. The rest are 
turned out on the Van Berg farm in 
Nebraska. 

“We take them to the farm, treat the 
ones who need medical attention, and 
then give them a long rest in the pastures. 
When they come out in the spring, theyre 
crying to run. I’ve bought a number of 
horses cheaply because they sulked. A 
few months away from the routine in- 
variably works wonders.” 

Van Berg never rushes his horses, 
especially in the spring. He starts them 
slowly at Oaklawn Park and Sportsman’s 
Park. If they don’t win races right away. 
he doesn’t get excited. He knows that 
time will take care of everything. 

At the height of summer Mr. Van will 
have horses in action on 3 or 4 fronts— 
Detroit, Chicago, Omaha, West Virginia, 
and Cahokia Downs. 

Born on a farm at Aurora, Neb.. Van 
Berg came by his trade as livestock dealer 
and Thoroughbred owner and trainer nat- 
urally. His father was a successful jockey 
around the western fairs for many years. 

“We always had Thoroughbreds on the 
farm, but it wasn’t until 1939 that I really 
became excited about racing as a part of 
my business,” Van Berg recalled. “I had 
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a mare on the farm that wasn’t much 
and I traded her for Flaghorn. a cheap 
plater. It was shortly after the purchase 
that Flaghorn won under my. silks at 
Fairmount Park. 

“T Jost her in a claiming race. but by 
that time I had the bug. and I began to 
cleim. buy. and sell horses. C. A. Tanner 
was my trainer then. but I took over the 
horses myself in 1945. 


“We've been building the stable ever 
since. Made some money: too. It’s a won- 
derful sport and I love it.” 

But Van Berg has had his problems. 
too. There was the time back in 1949 
when the management of the old Detroit 
Fairgrounds changed hands and Van 
Berg was denied stalls. Friends inter- 
vened for him, but he missed the entire 
first week of the 80-day meeting. When 
the meeting was over, it was the Van Berg 
stable that led all the rest. The Nebraskan 
had saddled 49 winners and had won 
$133.000. almost twice as much as Dix- 
iana. his closest rival. 

The darkest hours. however. were this 
year. 

After a slow start at the Detroit Race 
Course. Van Berg was just beginning to 
get rolling. He finished strongly in the 
last month of the DRC meet to rank sec- 
ond among the trainers, and he then 
came to Hazel Park. With his home-bred 
mare, Miss Wilma Van, Van Berg got 
his 13th winner of the meeting on Sat- 


urday. August 23. It put him one ahead 
of Gordon Potter. trainer for T. A. Gris- 
som and James Paddock. 

Van Berg himself wasn’t around to 
saddle the filly for the race. He had 
stopped in at Hazel Park after saddling 
*Estacion for the stable’s biggest victory 
of the year in the Arlington Matron 
Stakes. on the previous Wednesday, but 
he left here Friday for home. Back in 
Nebraska. family and friends were cele- 
brating the 25th anniversary of Van 
Berg’s livestock business. “It was a_ big 
buffalo feed.’ Van Berg said. 

When Van Berg returned to Hazel 
Park on Monday, there was bad news. 
Miss Wilma Van had showed a_ positive 
reaction to caffeine. 

“There must be something wrong with 
the tests!” said Waldo Andrews, vice 
president of the Hazel Park track and a 
horse owner himself- No one could believe 
that a Van Berg horse had been stimu- 
lated. The veteran horseman took as many 
precautions with his horses as any other 
trainer on the grounds. Twenty-four 
hours before one of his horses ran, it 
was padlocked in its stall, and only the 
groom approached the horse. 

To complicate the matter this time, 
Miss Wilma Van had been claimed out 
of the race in question for $2,500, but 
Van Berg’s assistants had followed the 
horse to its new barn and had watched 
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it carefully until the routine tests were 
completed after the race. 

Unfortunately. while Van Berg was 
out of town, his assistant trainer. Bob 
Irwin. was home ailing. 

E. G. Mahoney. another trainer, was 
entrusted with the job of saddling Miss 
Wilma Van for the race. She was favor- 
ed. and she won. A hearing brought out 
no new evidence. Horsemen flocked to 
Van Berg’s support. offering rewards 
totaling $1.000. The Michigan divisions 
of the HBPA and National Trainers 
Guild voted complete confidence. The 
track itself put up posters offering a 
$1.000 reward for evidence which would 
help solve the case. 

Nothing developed. But the stewards. 
taking into consideration all the facts. 
decided that Van Berg should remain in 
good standing. It was an unprecedented 
ruling in Michigan. but one that was a 
tribute to a grand horseman.

Ballymoss Syndicated 


John MecShain’s Ballymoss. best older 
horse in the British Isles this year, has 
been sold to a British syndicate headed 
by Sir Victor Sassoon and William Hill. 
McShain will retain 10 of the 40 shares 
in the syndicate, and the other 30 will 
be offered to various English breeders. 
The syndicate holders will decide where 
the horse will stand. 

McShain said he would retain control 
of Ballymoss through the 1958 racing sea- 
son, and that the 4-year-old son of Moss- 
borough might be brought to the U. S. 
for the Washington. D. C.. International 
at Laurel in November. 

Several American breeders were said 
to have made offers for Ballymoss. but 
McShain said, ‘“I feel that since he raced 
there it was appropriate he should stand 
there.” It had been announced earlier 
(The Blood-Horse of August 23, page 
504) that the horse would stand in Eng- 
land in 1959, but at that time McShain 
said it would be on a one-year basis.

Through 1957 a total of 83 mares by Discovery. which 
on August 28 was humanely destroyed, had been represented by 
starters in North America, and their offspring had earned 
$5.769.844. Summarized progeny records are given in the 
first of the following tabulations, with totals accounting for 
Discovery's complete record as a sire of broodmares. 

Of the 83 mares, 37 (45%) had progeny indexes of .00 
to .99; 29 (35%), 1.00 to 1.99: 10 (12%), 2.00 to 3.99; 
7 (8%), 4.00 and upward. 

Seventy-seven (10.8%) of the 71] year-starters from Dis- 
covery mares earned at least 4 times the average expectation. 
The 77 year-starters include duplications. of course; there 
were 45 horses which had annual indexes of 4.00 and upward 
on one or more occasions. 

The second tabulation lists the 45 horses which were 
“4-plus” in at least one season, but the lifetime racing index 
is given, whether above 4.00 or not. First item of information 
for each horse is the name of the sire. which determines the 
alphabetical order of arrangement. Stakes winners are in 
capitals. 

This list is the second of a series. The first. giving the 
complete broodmare-sire record of War Admiral. was in 
The Blood-Horse of August 23, page 505. All data through 1957.

Blow to Bookmakers 


Bookmakers in Australia may be on 
the way out. Much will depend upon the 
result of an experiment to be initiated 
hy the Sydney Turf Club, which races at 
the suburban Canterbury Rosehill 
courses. 


From the first of January, the Sydney 
Turf Club will ban bookmakers from 
mid-week meetings. H. Tancred, chair- 
man, stated that experience in Australia 
and overseas showed that starting-price 
betting was strongest where course book- 
makers operated. 


“We consider that if we are to keep 
abreast of the rest of the world in racing, 
we must consider the abolition of the book- 
maker,” Tancred said. “The future of 
racing is in the totalisator. In America. 
where the tote operates, there are lavish 
appointments and big stakes. In England. 
where there are bookmakers, the stakes 
are the smallest and the accommodation 
is poor.” 

All betting at mid-week meetings will 
be on the totalisator. The Australian 
Jockey Club will watch the experiment 
and will almost certainly follow the plan 
should it prove a winner.
